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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argued that prior art did not disclose, "A 
list of the service information" and "Wherein the service information includes the operational state of each of the controlled devices". 
As to applicant's argument Dankick disclosed the device addresses for both NEB 2 and the other network devices may include device 
identification information, which is also stored in the list as well as expiration times for each device address in the list (Col. 10, lines 20-24). 
One ordianry skill in the art at the time of the invention knows expiration time ot the devices also considered as the list that also monitors 
the status of the devices and the service provide by these devices. Applicant argued that prior art did not disclose, "Control Module., which 
transmits the searched information to the control point." As to applicant's argument Holloway disclosed a typical managed device is 
illustrated in FGI. 2. A typical managed device is an embeded system includes a system bus 50, RAM, NVRAM to store configuration 
information, FLASH EPROM 56 to store operational and bootup code... and SNMP agent code 64 (col. 4, lines 59-67). 
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
